Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' representative describes the invention and discusses 
rejected claims and cited prior art. Applicants representative argues that Harris does not teach claim 1, limitation 
"analyzing a topography design corresponding to a topography". Examiner states that the above limitation is broadly 
claim that it reads on Harris' teaching of analysis of a given fault alarm as cited in the office action (col. 6, lines 5-15). 

Applicants' representative points out that his client's invention is in an early stage of the topography development, while 
Harris' topology database is already in place. Further, applicants' representative argues that Harris does not teach the 
limitation of claim 2 because Harris' only discloses one topology in a distributed network environment whereas claim 2 
requires that "the topography neutral application component is adapted to interoperate with more than one topograph". 
This claim is the highlight of the invention and the applicants' representative proposes to incorporate the limitation of 
claim 2 in an independent form to clearly define the claimed limitation. 

Additionally, applicants' representative argues that Harris does not teach the limitations of claim 6 because it does not 
disclose "client attributes" and the step of "selecting one or more topography components based on the comparing". 
Examiner points out that "client attributes" is interpreted as "list of sites" and that the selecting step is suggested as 
compares the existing set of data structures against the list of trunks (col. 1 1 , lines 8-1 0). Applicants' representative 
indicates that Examiner's interpretation on the meaning of component is inconsistent because on claim 1, the 
applicants' component is equated with Harris' alarm and now in claim 6, the trunk is being equated as the component 
(col. 11, lines 20-25). Examiner thought the above arguments are persuasive. 

Examiner indicates that she would carefully review the cited prior art to ascertain that Harris indeeds does not teach 
the limitation of claim 2. If it is the case, then the above proposed amendment would overcome the cited prior art. 
However, the amendment would likely raise new issues that would required further consideration and/or search. If the 
next action is not resulted in an allowance then it will be a non-final action. All in all, the interview was productive in 
advancing the prosecution. 
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
